3nD  VobCtea0  the  faid  Act  is  in  many  Refpects  inapplicable  to 
the  prefent  Condition  and  Circumftances  of  the  faid  Province : 

Sntl  tofoereagl  it  is  expedient  and  necefiary  that  further  Provi- 
fion mould  now  be  made  for  the  good  Government  and  Profpe- 
rity  thereof :

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May  it  therefore  pleafe  Your  Moft  Excellent  MAJESTY, 

That  it  maybe  Enacted;  Snn  tiC  it  €na«C3  by  the  KING's  Moft 
Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Confent  of 
the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  pre- 
2  fent  Parliament  affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame, 
That  fo  much  of  the  faid  Act-  as  in  any  Manner  relates  to  the 
Appointment  of  a  Council  for  the  Affairs  of  the  faid  Province 
of  Quebec,  or  to  the  Power  given  by  the  faid  Act  to  the  faid 
Council,  or  to  the  major  Part  of  them,  to  make  Ordinances  for 
the  Peace,  Welfare,  and  good  Government  of  the  faid  Province, 
with  the  Confent  of  His  Majefty's  Governor,  Lieutenant  Go- 
vernor, or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  mail  be 
and  the  fame  is  hereby  repealed. 

3nH  frfocrcagl  His  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  Signify,  by  His 
Meffage  to  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  His  Royal  Intention  to 
divide  His  Province  of  Quebec  into  Two  feparate  Provinces,  to 
be  called  The  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  and  T/je  Province  of 

3  Lower  Canada ;  IBt  it  (ZEiltlftCtJ  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That 
there  mail  be  within  each  of  the  faid  Provinces  respectively  a 
Legiflative  Council,  and  an  Affembly,  to  be  Severally  compofed 
and  constituted  in  the  Manner  hereinafter  defcribed ;  and  that  in 
each  of  the  Said  Provinces  refpedtively  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs 
or  SucceSSors,  Shall  have  Power,  during  the  Continuance  of  this 
Ad,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Confent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  and  Affembly  of  Such  Provinces  refpe^tively,  to  make 
Laws  for  the  Peace,  Welfare,  and  good  Government  thereof, 
fuch  Laws  not  being  repugnant  to  this  Act, ;  and  that  all 
fuch  Laws,  being  paffed  by  the  Legislative  Council  and  Affembly 
of  either  of  the  laid  Provinces  respectively,  and  affented  to 
by  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,   or  affented  to  in 

4  His  Majefty's  Name,  by  fuch  Perfon  as  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs 
or  Succeffors,  Shall  from  Time  to  Time  appoint  to  be  the  Gover- 
nor or  Lieutenant  Governor  of  fuch  Province,  or  by  fuch  Perfon 
as  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  Shall  from  Time  to 
Time  appoint  to  adminifter  the  Government  within  the  fame  in 
the  Abfence  of  fuch  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor,  Shall  be, 
and  the  fame  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  by  virtue  of  and  under 
the  Authority  of  this  Act,  valid  and  binding  to  all  Intents  and 
Purpofes  whatever,  within  the  Province  in  which  the  fame  Shall 
have  been  fo  paffed.

Oath  of  Allegiance  or  Obedience  to  any  Foreign  Prince  or  Power, 
in  every  fuch  Cafe  fuch  Perfon  mall  not  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  Writ  of  Summons  to  the  Legiflative  Council  by  virtue  of 
fuch  Hereditary  Right,  unlefs  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Suc-
